SUBJECT: MODUS OPERANDI CODES FOR ALL UBER/LYFT DRIVER RELATED 
CRIMES ENTERED INTO THE CONSOLIDATED CRIME ANALYSIS 
DATABASE 


The purpose of this Notice is to reinforce the importance that all Area Records Units and Crime 
Analysis Details use the most specific/correct Modus Operandi (MO) Code for entry into the 
Consolidated Crime Analysis Database (CCAD). 


There has been an increase in the use of Uber/Lyft vehicles as a method of transportation and 
numerous crimes have been reported with the driver being a named suspect or a victim. Due to 

this increase, in 2016, MO Codes for crimes involving Uber/Lyft drivers were created for entrv 
into CCAD. 


To help with the accuracy in reporting these crimes, when the victim of the crime is an Uber/Lyft 
driver, the MO Code should be inputted into CCAD as MO Code 1278. For crimes when the 
Uber/Lyft driver is the suspect, the MO Code should be inputted into CCAD as MO Code 2014.
